DENTAL SORCERY.—One great objection 


—well known to many—to the present op- 
erations in dental surgery is their expense 
—at least where teeth have to be replaced. 
Young dentists, who want practice, are bap- 
py to draw teeth in formapaupei is. By an 
inverse application of the law, "you must 
not look a gUt-horae in the mouth," the un- 
happy gratis patient who has a molar brok- 
en off short halfway in the process of ab 
straction may be expected, if not to thank 
his executioner, at least to abstain from a 
personal assault. You may get yonr teeth 
drawn every one, for next to nothing, if not 
for nolhmg itself; but when gips in the 
series have to be filled op, it is quite anoth- 
er thing. At present, gold is repaired.— 
Thus, the poor man cannot avail himself of 
the advance in dental mechanism. 
Lately, 


however, a. new material has been discover- 
ed, called vulcanite—a preparation of india- 
rubber, which is ao successful as probably 
Lo supercede gold. At present,tit is expen- 
sive, but before long must necessarily afford 
much cheaper relief than the material now 
employed. Tt is very possible, however, to 
replace, for all practical purposes, very con- 
siderable chasms in the grinders with guf- 
.a-percha; and the best of it is, if the deii- 
tist will permit me to say so, that it is ca- 
>able of application by the patient himself, 
^ront teeth cannot be thus replaced ; but 
suppose a man has lost two or three of his 
>ack ones, and eanuot afford to have them 
supplied by a dentist, I. %vould advise him 
o act thus • Let him take a lump of gutta- 
>ercha (white is the best, because it is sweet- 
jr than the brown) about as big as a wal- 
nut. Warm it thoroughly in boiling water 
,ill it is as soft as putty ; then putting it 
nto his mouth,, let him bite it well into the 
jap. and keep his teeth closed till the gulta- 
>ercba cools ; this will oblige him to shut 
lis mouth for two or three minutes ; then 
et him open it carefully, and take the lump 
out; he has only to trim it down with^his 
>enknife, and he will be fitted with an ex- 
:ellent substitute for regular artificial teeth, 
which will serve him well for years. 
This 


s no theory, but a proved fact; and I can 
only account for its not being more gener 
ally known and realized, by its interference 
with the regular business of the profession 
forgive, dear reader, my entering into de 
:ails ; but the presence ,of jagged stamps 
rather assist this opperation than otherwise, 
'or they steady the gutta percha superstruc- 
ure. Already this material is recognized 
as capable of a popular "self application in 
n the matter of stopping teeth, foritirsold 
n small lumps about the sifce used for this 
>urpose. The white, I repeat, is the best 
ind purest; though cheap it is much dear 
er than the dark material -used for piping

tory., The smaller piece I found in thefor- 
;ress known by the name of Don Blasco. 
The company attached to [thia point were 
driven to their quarters—a large arched 
apartment in the'basement—by the-first 
ire of their enemy. 


The shell, of which this small piece is a 


part, came in at the sorrier of a window, 
;earirig away the easement and a portion of 
he wall, passed across.the room and'enter- 
ed the opposite wall, which was of brick 
and mortar to the depth of thirty-three inch 
es, where it exploded, tearing oway the 
whole of the wall npon one side of the point 
of entrance, and leaving a half section ot 
the hole it cut still remaining, smooth in 
the wall, into which.I inserted my cane and 
took.the measure given above with a tape 
measure. 


This shell also, caused the death of five 


men, as one of the company informed me,' 
and taking me across the .apartment, to. a 
bench, he directed my attention .to the blood 
where the men were laid. He 'assured me 
that no other lives .were lost at the citadel 
during the bombardment. Looking at the 
mass of brick and mortar which this shall 
scattered,about, it-seemed remarkable that 
out of a whole: company in the apartment 
at the moment only five should have been 
killed. 


The damage done to the citadel, by twelve 


mortars, and fifty-one riBed1 cannon, in five 
hours and a quaiter, ia perfectly incredible. 
Had they kept rip such work for eight, aud 
forty hours the whole .institution would, I 
think, have been demolished, and' the threat 
of Cinaldini-^-r" to.blow them.into: another 
world"—fulfilled.

SLAVK INSURRECTION IK LouisiAVAr—It 


will be remembered, doubtless, that several 
weeks since a slave insurrection in the vi- 
cinity of Baton llouge caused such serious 
alarm among the white population, that 
many families leit the city, some going to 
Havana, and others to Europe. From re- 
liable sources I leant that a similar insur- 
rection has broken out in the same vicinity, 
and that .troops are employed to master the 
insurgents. 
On one plantation, some 15 


miles from Baton Rouge, on which was re- 
siding an overseer, with his family of eight 
persons, the slaves stole quietly into the 
bedrooms, murdered every one in the house 
and then set fire to the building, and to 
their own quarters. For two d»rs these 
facts were unknown, and had it not been 
for an unfulfilled engagement on the part 
of the overseer, the truth might have been 
concealed for weeks, as the plantation was 
exceedingly retired. These slaves, with 
some 40 runaways, concealed themselves 
in Wilderness swamp, where, for six days 
and nights, they defied their pursuers, and 
were finally brought to terras by the use ol 
bloodhounds, who followed them into the 
swamp, and troops, who surrounded it. pre 
venting escape. In- consequence of this, 
the inhabitants have called on the parish 
for military protection, and"terror reigns 
supreme for twenty miles around.—Cor.
